“New County chairman needed 


John T. Welsh, of Doylestown, 
twiner county commissioner and 
long-time strong man of the Bucks 
County Democratic Committee, 
last night asked die removal of 
John C. Mulligan, of Bristol, as 
county chairman. 
Welsh spoke before a meeting 
of the Upper Bucks Democratic 
Committee. 
Welsh's request was probably 
in answer to the move to have 
Welsh censured and removed from 
the party which came at last 
week’s meeting of the Democratic 
Executive Committee in Doyles 
town. 
According lo Welsh, the move 
was made by State Assemblyman 
James J. A. Gallagher and Oscar 
A. Booz, Bristol Township Demo­ 
cratic leader and State Highway 
superintendent, 
The Democrats’ current feud 


like the Bucks County Republi­ 
cans’ pre-primary bickering, was 
related to the bid by District At­ 
torney Paul R. Beckert for a sec­ 
ond term. The Republican Execu­ 
tive Committee, which at first re­ 
jected Beckert, later endorsed 
him and Beckert won the GOP 
nomination by a wide margin. 
Backed Beckert 
Welsh had tried unsuccessfully 
to get the Democratic Executive 
Committee to endorse Beckert, a 
Republican. The Republican feud 
was apparently settled by Beck 
ert’s victory on May 16. 
At a meeting in Quakertown 
last night attended by IOO com­ 
mittee people ami party workers, 
Welsh said a new minty chair­ 
man is needed now. The bi-ennial 
organization meetings of the two 
parties will be held in June, 1962. 
Welsh said Mulligan should be 
removed now because of party 


bickering of the past few months. 
He asked the Upper Bucks com­ 
mittee people to vote to support 
a proposed change in the by-laws 
cl the county committee. 
The group agreed to vote next 
month on what stand to take. 
If the Democrats had endorsed 
Beckert, Welsh said, they could 
be sure of winning five county 
offices in the Nov. 7 election. 
Welsh said his bid for the exeeu 
tive committee to endorse Beck 
ert was defeated 17 to 16 with 
Mulligan breaking the tie. 
Mulligan, 
defending 
himself 
said a change in the by-laws 
would split the party in Novem 
ber. “If you want to vote on it 
between December and June I 
don’t care,” Mulligan said, “but 
now 
it would do inoperable 
harm.” 
Welsh also criticized the endor­ 
sement of John K. Long of Quak­ 


ertown, sheriff nominee by his 
executive committee pad said it 
was voted at a rump session af­ 
ter the endorsement had been 
left open. 
Meet Next Week 
Welsh said he will carry his 
fight “to every committeeman 
and woman in Upper and Cen 
tral Bucks.” The Central Bucks

next week at the Warrington 
Country Club. 
Welsh said Gallagher offered 
and Booz seconded a motion to 
remove him (Welsh) from the 
party. No action was taken. 
Booz this morning denied that 
any such motion was offered.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today cancelled a 
scheduled luncheon speech before 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
here because of his back ailment. 
Democratic congressional lead­ 
ers reported after a breakfast 
conference with Kennedy, how­ 
ever, that he showed no evidence 
of fatigue or pain and told them 
he felt “just fine.*' 
Kennedy had been scheduled to 
address the mayors at the nearby 
Sta tier Hotel. Shortly after the 
President’s weekly meeting with 
Democratic congressional leaders. 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
announced that Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson would make 
the talk instead. 
Salinger said the President de­ 
cided to pass up the trip to the 
hotel “in an effort to give hi* 
back a chance to continue to im­ 
prove.’’ 
“This is a question of allowing 
the improvement to continue and 
not doing anything to delay that 
improvement,’’ 
Salinger 
con­ 
tinued. “He seemed very content 
with his progress this morning. 
After breakfast with the congres­ 
sional 
leaders 
he 
walked on 
crutches to his office arid will 
have the rest of his business* ap­ 
pointments in the office today." 
The press secretary also said 
Kennedy would not hold a news 
conference this week.
